Thus far the Jesuit bf th cc< inferences, now I>cit i hold 
in I .iris between the representatives of the allied nations

The Trail’s End ? 


'rile end of a long trail, the end of an eventful human 
life was reached Monday evening when a l l t h a t was m o r ­ 
tal of George Wilson wa- laid to final rest in Waffling 
ton’s cemetery just as the December sun sank below the 
western horizon. 
W e have read in our histories and some of us remem­ 
ber Sir Garnet Wolseley’s memorable campaign of i88*, 
when a mere “handful 
of I british territorials set bravely 
forth across the great burning desert of upper Egypt to 
the relief of “Chinese” Gordon, held 
prisoner 
bv 
the 
M ahdi’s forces in Khartoum. It was a desperate campaign, 
one of those which have pushed the British empire to the 
utmost corners of the earth. 
It was one of those deter­ 
mined efforts which have made Great Britain what it is 
today. 
The little army under Wolseley pushed on against 
every obstacle, thousands of hostile Soudanese, conquered 
its human enemies, enduring the hardships of the African 
desert, reached its destination at the confluence of the 
White and Blue Nile, too late to save Gordon from the 
fanatical hordes who had taken Khartoum, hut iii time lo 
avenge his murder and establish forever law and order iii 
the heart of darkest Africa. 
It was one of those history- 
making campaigns. 
George Wilson was one of Queen Victoria’s territor­ 
ials who participated in that campaign. 
He has stood iii 
the shadow of the pyramids, he had, with other British 
soldiers of his time, laughed at the landmarks placed by 
soldiers of other lands as the point beyond which it was 
impossible to go and then pushed on and attained for 
civilization the unatainable. 
He saw Berneby killed by a 
javelin hurled by one of the fanatics of the desert, walked 
the road from Jaffa to Jerusalem and Bethlehem, has done 
service in Egypt, in Malta, in in Gihralter and followed 
the British flag in many campaigns which seemed doomed 
to failure but were gloriously concluded by the Anglo 
Saxon determination. 
And on Monday the end of that remarkable trail was 
marked by a mound of earth in \\ affiington’s cemetery. 
Strange caprice o ffortune that brought this 
plain 
territorial to final rest here in interior America. 
Not without the frailities common to human beings, 
perhaps, yet withal a remarkable life, serving well its part 
in a tremendous purpose. 
We have spent many enjoyable moments listening to 
George Wilson 
recount 
his experience and Wolseley, 
Gordon, Berneby and Kitchener have come out of the past 
across the seas, left the histories of this great world and 
become personal acquaintances, as Wilson brought them 
close up. 
W h a t’s left we wonder? W hat did the trail’s end 
bring to Wilson? Has he marched on to meet his old com­ 
manders face to face again, has he even now seen Gordon 
and perhaps Baker Pasha too, who, a score of years be­ 
fore Gordon set out across the desert with no more pro­ 
tection than “a walking stick and his bible,” planted the 
British flag on Lake Albert Nyanza—has he, we wonder, 
gone on while we see only the new-made grave as the 
end of the trail? W e wonder------
